MAKING IT THOROUGH. 


The chairman of the Grain Inquiry Commission 
says the board will investigate as fully as it can 
the relations existing between local grain buyers, 
their employers and the farmers. What he evident- 
ly means is that the lurid allegations which havo 
been made at recent sittings will be gone into fully, 
and all concerned parties invited to give their 
versions of the transactions. At that rate of going 
the commission is likely to sit ‘‘off and on’’ 
summer, and the cost to amount to something 
that cannot be helped. The business of the commis 
sion is to tell parliament where and how the law

That at least is to 
be noted to their credit, pending the presentation 
of their side of the case. If they are guilty they 
are not acting like Mr. Crerar did when he was 
charged with having plugged the spouts or equip 
ped the elevators with false bottoms. 


MORE TINKERING. 
Business must have been slack in the House of 
Lords the other day, when a half hour was spent 
discussing a proposal that the oversea Dominious |
